CHICAGO POLICE 
ROUT AGITATORS.

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Feb. 27.—One dash by a 
small detachment of mounted police, 
accompanied by a handful of patrol- 
men, speedily put to utter rout the 
“army” oft unemployed who had 
threatened to march upon the City 
Hall this afternoon. 

The 500 marchers 
West Madison and Desplaines streets 
and they melted like snow when the 
police charged. The flight was general 
and marked by much confusion, the 
“army” racing for alleys, into stores, 
down basement steps, in any direction 
to get away. “Gen.” Martin, who led 
them, made a van effort to reor- 
ganize his scattered forces. 

At the meeting prior to the start 
of the forbidden parade, the leaders 
had given instructions that the 
“army” should place its women and 
children in the front ranks that they 
might bear the brunt of the police 
attack. Hearing this, the police did 
not allow time for the plan to be car- 
ried out, but charged at once. The 
men of the “army” fled precipitately. 

Following yesterday's experiences, 
when the same crowd managed te 
invade the City Hall, the authorities 
refused permission for the parade. 
“Gen.” Martin announced his “army 
would parade anyway, regardless of 

lice orders. Orders were then sent 
to all police stations to post three 
mounted police and two patrolmen at 
every bridge leading from the West 
Side, and prevent the “army” from 
crossing into the loop district. Forty 
reserves were held sulfject to call in 
the event anything approaching a riot 
broke loose, as “Gen.” Martin had 
vowed blood wou flow after his de- 
mands had been jected. Watch was 
also kept on the elevated trains com- 
ing across the river from the West 
Side, as it was thought the paraders 
might resort to that means of getting 
into the loop district.

“The recent cold-blooded murder, 
or barbarous execution, whichever ft 
may prove to have been, of the 
ranchman Benton at Juarez,” Monden 
said, “has served to throw a sinister 
light on the character ot. the Con-

Recruiting offices were opened in 
every town and pueblo of Sonora. The 
result was a dismal failure. Less 
than 400 recruits were secured in that 
part of Sonora to the north and east 
of Hermosillo. From Cananea, where 
a large enlistment was expected, forty- 
two enlistments were secured. These 
were hurriedly mobilized at Agua 
Prieta, bringing that garrison up to 
200 men. 

Three hundred Indian recruits have 
been drilling in Nogales. These with 
the small number being shipped north 
from the front around Guaymas is the 
force available unless the garrisons 
are weakened, which is not probable 
because of the Federal filibustering 
parties which have been filtering 
across the international line into Son- 
ora for the last two weeks. These 
guerrilla bands preclude the possibility 
of withdrawing men from the already 
smal! ns. 

Rebel officers in Northern Sonora 

do not attempt to conceal their 

chagrin at the fact of their faflure to 

secure the men for the column to 

make the grand entry into Chihuahua. 
TO OUST MAYTORENA. 

Every effort is being made by the 
Pesqueira faction to oust Gov. Jose 
Maria Maytorena from the Governor's 
chair in Hermosillo.

Pes- 
queira, who still aspires to the chair, 
following his six months incumbrance 
as acting Governor, have been with 
Carranza during his stay in Sonora.

lawyers practically were a unit, in be- 
lieving simple rules of practice 
should govern in all courts, Federal 
and State, and he ur passage of a 
pending bill introduced by Represent- 
ative Clayton, chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

The Clayton bill would empower 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States to lay down rules for the con- 
duct of common law practice in Fed- 
eral district courts as it has already 
done in equity procedure. The pro- 
cedure of States where these courts 
are located now governs them, and 
it was pointed out today that usages 
and rules of procedure built up by 
the Legislatures of the States have 
obscured the purpose of law in in- 
tricate mazes of technicalities that 
have served particulariy to protect 
men of wealth from prosecution. 

Mr. Taft said that there was noth- 
ing in the Constitution to prevent ad- 
ministration of justice in the United 
States with the same dispatch that 
marked English court business. 

During the discussion the former 
President departed from specific con- 
sideration of the pending bill and 
dealt with the popular outcry against 
the judiciary as it is now constituted. 
He believed, he said, that the Fed- 
eral court system was the bulwark 
of American liberty, and that ap-- 
pointment for life was fundamental 
in maintaining that system. He ad- 
mitted, however, that defects had 
arisen, all of which he thought could 
be cured by legislative enactments 
such as that before the committee. 
A study of this subject, he suggested, 
might be made by a paid commission, 
with the approval of the Supreme 


Court. 

Referring to the inv of 
several Federal judges now in prog- 
ress, Mr. Taft said it was aw 
thing for Congress to exercise this 
power. 

“I think it is an admirable. thing,” 
he said, “for these judges to under- 
stand that they are being watched.” 
Al men delight in the exercise of 
patronage,” continued Mr. Taft. 

Ot course, on this matter I am 
speaking to the Republicans on your 
committee, not the Democrats,” he 
added with a mile, and resumed: 

“One of the troubles with life ap- 
pointments for judges is that the 
temptation is strong to build wha? se 
dicial families.’ Lawyers know it 
is often a dangerous thing to make 
any charge against a court clerk be- 
fore the judge who appointed him. 
That temptation could be removed by 
Congress, and the courts as they are 
now constituted could be vindicated 
without resort to the recall, which I 
believe is harmful. Appointments of 
receivers by Federal judges should 
be made from a list furnished by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission.” 

PARKER'S VIEWS. 

Alton B. Parker said there was an 
ideal in view, as suggested by Mr. 
Taft, of complete uniformity In pro- 
cedure throughout the Federal courts, 
and perhaps even the State courts at 
some time. 

ROOTS SUGGESTION. 


Senator Root declared Legislatures 
had built up under the pressure of 
individual interests codes of pro- 
cedure which prevented the courts 
from administering justice. 

His own State, New York, he said, 
was the worst sinner in that respect. 
The man of small means soon became 
discouraged or even ruined, he said, 
while men of wealth secu im- 
munity from being brought to justice. 

TAFT’S FINAL WORD. 

Mr. Taft sald he wished to call the 
committee's attention to one fact: 
“You can safely consider this bill,” 
he said, “since it has the approval of 
the Progressive party and of Mr. Root 
— myself. I want the committee to 
get that fact so that where two 80 
widely divergent views agree on a 
thing, it is probably a thing to be 
desired.” 

LUNCHES WITH WILSON. 

Mr. Taft took luncheon at the 
White House today with President 
Wilson, after appearing before the 
Judiciary Committee.

Lands to Westerners in the Ever- 
giades Through Malls.

MRS. BUFFUM SENTENCED. 


Jury at Little Valley, N. v., Brings

fixing the week of April 5 for her exe- 
cution in the electric chair at Auburn.

When Mrs. Buffum heard the ver- 
dict she kept her cool composure. She 
was standing when the foreman an- 
nounced the jury’s findings, and she 
remained on her feet without waver- 
ing, pale-faced and sullen. Beside 
her sat her mother and her little son 
Francis, who awoke to hear the sen- 
tence. She kissed him good-by. 

Attorney Collins at once moved for 
a new trial. An appeal will be placed 
before the Court of Appeals for a stay 
of execution and a new trial. 

Shortly after the jury retired Juror 
Gere asked whether a verdict less 
than murder in the first degree could 
be considered. Mrs. Buffum smiled 
when she heard the question. 

Special Prosecutor Cole insisted 
that the man's death had been planned 
by a woman infatuated with a young 
farmer, Ernest Frahm, her alleged 
accomplice.

The Indian allotment has been made 
on the basis of twenty acres to each 
family, about 7000 individuals now 
being resident on the reserve. These 


Indians, relatively industrious and al- 
ways peaceful, have for a score of! 
years been deprived of the irrigation ‘ 


water used by them for centuries, a 
condition due to the encroachment 
of white settlers around Florence, 
and, later, upon the upper Gila 
around Safford. Temporary relief has 
been afforded during the past couple 
of years by a Reclamation Service 
system of pumping from wells, de- 
signed for the irrigation of 10,000 
acres, the power secured electrically 
from the Salt River irrigation project, 


FLORENCE (Aru) Feb. 26.—The 
greatest news ever received by this 
community was that of the report of 
a board of army engineers that for 
months past has been investigating 
the feasibliity of the San Carlos dam 
site on the Gila River, about seventy 
miles above this point. The report is 


from the Roosevelt works. A large ca- 
nal also hag been constructed to take 
advantage of any unusual river ows. 
The situation of these Pimas has been 
made the subject of much public 
comment fo. years, and all the 
strength of the Indian Rights Asso- 
ciation is expected to get behind the 
Congressional measure proposed by 
the engineers’ report. 

To avoid serious controversy over 
the designation of the outside lands 
to be irritated, the report has recom- 
mended that a suit be instituted at 
once, to establish irrigation priorities 
in this vicinity. Open for location and 
available for irrigation are more than 
100,000 acres of fertile and level land, 
similar to that in the rich Salt River 
Valley, which has profited so largely 
by water storage. It is evident that 
about half the local lands will have to 
be eliminated, though not without a 
struggle on the part of their holders. 
Comparatively near to Florence, as 
far as the Kenilworth section. are 


‘| about 40,000 acres carrying priorities 


superior to all others on the great 
Plain variously known as the Flor- 
ence and Casa Grande valleys. It 
was irrigated for a few years by the 
Florence Canal, which through neg- 
lect, in years of drought, has been 
rendered almost valueless. For a 
year the local farmers have been dig- 
ging a new waterway, better situated 
than the old, under an organization 
known as the Pinal Mutual Canal 
Company. It has an excellent head- 
ing on the Gila River, in rock, and at 
this heading it is expected the neces- 
sary diversion dam will be built, turn- 
ing the water into an enlargement of 
the c nal. A question for the govern- 
ment and the courts would be the 
location of the remaining 15,000 acres, 
which may go to the Casa Grande sec- 
tion, about twenty-five miles to the 
southwest, where the date of agricul- 
tural settlement follows that of the 
Florence lands and to which the 
original Florence Canal leads, by way 
of a desert water storage reservoir. 
The residents of the Casa Grande dis- 
trict have an independent water 
users association of their own. 

There has been much opposition to 
the San Carlos dam, most of it com- 
ing from railroad sources, on the basis 
of a declaration that it would not be 
economically feasible to build the 
long-projected low-gradient Southern 
Pacific line up to Gila Canyon on oth- 
er than @ grade that would be sub- 
merged were the San Carlos dam built 
There were objections also, consid- 
ered by the board of engineers, con- 
cerning an excess of silt carried by the 
Gila’s waters and an irregulartty of 
annual stream flow. It is apparent 
that both have been considered by the 
engineers and the latter point met bv 
restricting the irrigated area to only 
99,000 acres. 

For a couple of months there has 
been general knowledge that the re- 
port in essence would be fevorable. 
During that time the Southern Pacific 
has had parties of engineers check- 
ing up lines that already had been 
run down the Gila and across the hills 
to Winkelman from Cutter station on 
the Globe road above San Carios It 
is known that the desired average of 
one-half of 1 per cent. grade has been 
found on a higher line through the 
Gila Canyon and there is no doubt lo- 
cally that that line will be chosen.

Offers to Sell Tract and Is Tald 
That Tith Has Already Been For- 
feitted—News Briefs.

Sierra Madre’s Assessor I2 
Severely Wounded. 


Dispute Over Lemons Has a 
Tragic Ending. 


No Eye- Witness Present as 
Shot Is Fired. 


Because of a controversy over lem- 
ons on a lot which she claimed was 
owned by her niece in Massachusetts, 
Mrs. Eleanor A. Warren yesterday shot 
E. F. Ballou, City Assessor and secre- 
tary of the Board of Trade of Sierra 
Madre, with a 38-caliber revolver, at 
close range. The shooting took place 
at Sierra Madre. Ballou had a nar- 
row escape from death and lies at his 
home in a serious condition. Dr. L. 
L. Krebs, who has charge of the case, 
refused to allow the wounded man to 
be seen. He said that there is no im- 
mediate danger unless septic condi- 
tions set in. . 

The bullet entered the left breast 
near the apex of the heart. too n 
upward course and passed through 
the axillary muscles under the left 
shoulder and lodged behind the 
An effort will be made 
today to locate the bullet. 

There were no eye-witnessés to the 
shooting. Mrs. Warren, who sur- 
rendered shortly after the shooting, 
made the following statement: 

“Miss Marion B. Stone of Massachu- 
setts, a niece of mine, had a lot at 
Sierra Madre. A. 8. Mead, real es 
tate agent, said he had a buyer for 
it and he made out a contract. He 
told what his price would be and paid 
$25 down. 

“The contract was made out on 
condition of my niece's approval. She 
didn't approve of the price and I went 
to Mead and he said he would talk 
to Ballou, to whom the lot was sold. 
I offered him the check for $25 back 
and he refused to accept it and said 
he was going to sue me. 

“I told him he had not read over 
the contract and that the lot was cnly 
sold on my niece's approval. I then 
had another buyer for the lot but 
could not give a title as they had put 
something on record in the Court- 
house. 

“IT asked a lawyer about it and he 
said I was all right. It was not my 
lot. I was not appointed agent by 
my niece. The lawyer also told me to 
notify Mr. Ballou not to trespass on 
the lot. 


lot. He said it was his. I asked him 
what price he got for the fruit and 
he said, ‘None of your business.’ 

“I demanded a settlement for the 
fruit and he said it was his. I told 
him I would sue him for damages. 

“This morning I thought I'd go and 
pick some lemons. While there Ral- 
lou came and demanded I count 
them, and he said he was going to put 
me off. I took out my revolver and 
showed. it. He called me a ‘dirty 
coward’ and said I wouldn't dare 
shoot. Then I went on picking lem- 
ons and he walked up, and I had put 
the revolver in my bag. 

“We grappied.. He pounded me and 
hit me, and he got me on the ground. 
We both made for the revolver and 
both got it at the same time and it 
went off. 

“He ther shouted to a Mr. Sparks, 
This woman shot me.“ I was on Miss 
Stone's lot. That is God's truth. I 
never meant to shoot him.” 

Mrs. Warren is a frail woman who 
looks past 50. She says she is 42 
years old. She has lived by herself in 
Sierra Madre for about a year. She 
claims to have a husband somewhere 
in the East, but refused to state 
where. Ballou in a statement to a 
friend said Mrs. Warren approached 
him with a revolver pointed at him. 
He said he grabbed her wrist and she 
pulled the trigger. 

E. B. Grilley, a storekeeper in 
Sierra Madre, ay Mrs. Warren 
showed him a revolver and said that 
if he was taking her lemons she 
would shoot him. 

Joe Vosburgh states that he was met 
on the highway near Sierra Madre 
with a similar greeting and the pistol 
was displayed.

When he left the 
Jenin home on January 26 he had 
no intention of visiting the physician, 
but after he had drawn $400 in large 
billig from the National Bank of Cal- 
Koruna he procured Dr. Brainerd's 
address.

Smith has $650 in the bank now. 
He has not drawn against that amount 
since he disappeared. Yesterday De- 
tective Bonner, working under the di- 
rection of Detective Louis Duni of the 
District Attorney’s office, visited every 
rallroad office and every steamship 
Office in the city, but failed to find 
trace of any young man answering 
Gmith's description who had engaged 
passage about January 26. 

That Smith was subject to la 
of memory the Jenkins family does 
not doubt. An incident occurred at 
the Jenkine home which shows that 
at times he did things for which he 
Was unaccountable. Absent-mindedly 
he would leave his shoes in the mid- 
die of the parlor floor and place his 
coat on the dining-room table when 
he..un@ressed for the night, whereas 
his habit was to be neat and method!i- 
cal and to arrange his clothes neatly 
for the night.

Playgrounds Keep Children Out of 
Mischief Says the Man ‘Who Studies 


the Situation. 
“where there are playgrounds, there

This was the keynote of the ad- 
dress of Charles W. Garffeld, “the 
playground man,” as he is known in 
his native State of Michigan, given be- 
fore the Michigan Alumni Association 
at the University Club luncheon, yes- 
terday noon.

The gas companies filed their pro- 
tests yesterday. The Los Angeles Gas 
and Electric Co ration sets furth 
as its basis for a higher rate that the 
increase of units in the gas, 
through the addition of natural ges, 
has caused a falling off in the amount 
of gas sold and that this has lowered 
the annual income of the corporation 
and resulted in the loss of profit. 

It also sets forth the allegations 
that the corporation cannot obtain 
natural gas for all its service and 
therefore the artificial gas plants must 
be maintained; that the board lid not 
give due consideration to this fact: 
that a proper amount hag not been al- 
lowed for depreciation, interest and 
taxes; that the rate was fixed in pri- 
vate and the corporation was not al- 
lowed a hearing, and that, under the 
charter, the rate is void, as rates must 
become effective on July 1 and re- 
main in effect not less than one or 
more than three years... 

The Southern California Gas Com- 
pany sets forth that in the past the 
mixture has been from 25 to 45 per 
cent. natural gar, and by reason 
thereof the use of gas has fallen off 
about 21 per cent.: that if a mixture 
of from 30 to 60 per cent, natural gas 
is upheld the consumption will fall off 
that much more and this will serious- 
lv affect the earnings of the company; 
that the natural gas supply is not 
constant, whereas the city must be 
served with a constant supply of cas. 

The points made in the protests of 
the Economic Gas Comrany are that 
the cost of distributing rises and fans 
according to the amount of gas that 
passes throuch the meters of the 
consumers, that the gross consump- 
tion bas fallen off because of che in- 
troduction of natural gas, while the 
consumers’ bills are lowered because 
of the Increased heat units. 

‘the Southern California Edison 
Company filed a brief * on the 
grounds that the rates ed would be 
taking property without compensation 
and without due process of law. 

All of the companies point out the 
fact that the rate is not effective urti) 
July 1, under the terms of the city

land measures, now pending before 
Congress. Their experience in the 
Practical workings of the existing 
public land laws has made their views 


the heads of the various departments 
at Washington, and Secretary Lane 
has asked them, through personal let- 
ters, for their views. 


One of the bills offered in the House 
authorizes the President to establish 


grazing distriets upon the public lands | day 


which, when established, can be modi- 
fled or revoked only at five-year peri- 


Another bill proposes to provide for 
& grazing homestead of not less than 
640 acres, and not exceeding 1280 
acres in area. This measure, however, 
affects land suitable only for grazing 
purposes. 

The Secretary of the Interior does 
not approve of either of these bills, but 
he has prepared a substitute bill which 
provides for a 640-acre stock-raising 
homestead entry upon land designated 
by the Secretary of the Interior as 
“stock-rasing land.” 

Any qualified homestead entryman 
may make entry of these lands. 

Secretary Lane has asked Register 
Buren and Receiver Robluson not 
only as to their opinions on the mer- 
its of the three bills, but also desires 
to know the extent of the public lands 
in the local district which would prob- 
ably be applied for under the grazing- 
land law. The Secretary also desires 
to know whether the proposed leasing 
law, if enacted, would retard or pre- 
vent the settlement of public lands un- 
der existing homestead laws or the 
proposed 640-acre stock-rasing home- 
stead law.

GERMAN-AMERICAN INSTITUTE. 


[New York Evening Post:}] Not 
many institutions for the promotion of 
{international understanding can boast 
such a record of practical usefulness 
as the Amertka-Institut of Berlin, 
which this month completes its third 
year. Founded under the auspices of 
the Prussian Ministry of Education, 
and located in the new Roya) Library, 
its chief province has naturally been 
that of scholarship. But for the many 
Americans and Germans who, in pub- 
lic, scientific and literary reuits 
alike, find themselves in n of in- 
formation as to what has been done 
acrose seas, it has become an invalu- 
able medium of inquiry. Its services, 
again, to the great number of students, 
government officials, professors on 
sabbatical] leave, and representatives of 
learned societies who are annually in- 
terchanged, ignorant often of local 
conditions and even language, cover 
a wide range. It has assisted the 
authors of 2500 German books to ob- 
tain a copyright in America; it has en- 
couraged the translation of books and 

articles in both countries, and it has 
accumulated a large library of Ameri- 
cana ih Berlin, for the use of German 
scholars and exiles or visiting Ameri- 
cans. Such an institution seems pe- 
cultarly German in the very thorough- 
ness with which it has substituted 
systematic methods for the naturally 
haphazard means of intercourse, but 
it is all the more to be wished that as 
between other European nations and 
the United States similar bureaus

MecCormack's farewell concert last 
evening at the Auditorium was more 
like an ovation to a parting friend 
than an entertainment. 

Undaunted by two disappointments, 
a very large audience had come to ap- 
plaud the famous Irish tenor on his 
last appearance here. 

Sensitive as all real musicians are, 
McCormack, in excellent voice, sang, 
as he had promised, the best concert 
he has given here, and generously 
added encores to encores as the en- 
thusiasm increased. 

This singer is peculiarly gifted with 
a magnetic quality of voice, which ap- 
peals to those but superficially versed 
in music. 

In fact, that feature of his vocaliza- 
tion is a greater asset for McCormack 
than the range of his voice, its clarity 
or technical training. It is found in 
the drama; Warfield, for instance, 

to greater degree than any 
other actor living that same tone 
quality of voice that touches the 
heart of an audience and wins it. 
Tenors very seldom are so gifted. 

While McCormack sang well enough 
an aria of “La Boheme,” “The Cad- 
man,” “Land of the Sky Blue” and 
the “Moon Drops Low on an 
Indian melody, he really won the 
unanimous applause of his audience 
with “The Lord Is My Light.“ a dra- 
matic, devotional composition which 
afforded him the greatest range of 
appealing interpretation. “The Birth 

of the Rose,” offering the same op- 
portunity, was given as an encore, and 
“Mollie Brannigan” as another. This 
old Irish song was probably never 
given with more feeling pathos and 
combined with a touch of celtic irony 
than last night.

George Cross, 78 years old and for 
nineteen years a citizen of Monrovia, 
Passed away Thursday in this city. 
Mr. Cross had been sick only two 
weeks. He suffered a stroke of paraly- 
sis while at his home. He was taken 
to a hospital in Los Angeles for spe- 
cial care, and for some days seemed 
to be on the road to recovery. How- 
ever, complications set in, which, ow- 
ing to his advanced age, he was un- 
able successfully to combat. 
Cross was for years a well-known 
business educator in Illinois, but was 
especially noted as the inventor and 
author of one of the most widely 
known and used systems of shorthand 
in this country, “Eclectic Shorthand,” 
and as a thinker and writer on gen- 
eral stenographic subjects. 

Cross was always an active worker 
in the Methodist Episcopal Church, in 
fact in early life he was a minister 
of that denomination, but was com- 
pelled, owing to throat trouble, to 
abandon public king. 

He leaves a widow, five sons and 
four daughters, some of whom are 
residents of California, others resid- 
ing in the East.
